“Every taxpayer a voter!” is the 
keynote of -an ages! addressed to 
every citizen of Fulton county yes- 
terday by Frank Carter, president of 
the Taxpayers’ League of Atlanta 
and Fulton County. 

_ The registration of every taxpayer 
is called for by Carter, who de- 
clares: 

“The league wants a county-wide 
organization with representatives 
from every ward in the city and from 
every district in the county. It wants 
hundreds of taxpayers from the entire 
ama a who are interested and ac- 
tive in obtaining its objectives.” 

Too many public officeholders seem 
to regard their offices as théir own, 
instead of belonging to the people, 
declared Carter. 

“A small minority of officeholders, 
closely organized, usually controls 
elections and citizens should join to- 
gether to work for simplification of 
local government, to end duplication 
of effort, reduce costs and establish 
efficiency.” 

Expressing his amazement at the 
number of taxpayers who are not reg- 
istered, Carter said: 

“No taxpayer can, with fairness, 
criticize present government unless 
he is a voter.” 

Carter also announced that the 
league will open offices at 225 Palmer 
building Monday morning.

Statement by Carter. 

His statement in full follows: 

“The Taxpayers’ League of Atlanta 
and Fulton County has adopted the 
following objectives for 1936: 

“1. Every taxpayer a voter. 

“2. To work for simplification of 
local government to the end that du- 
plication of effort may be eliminated, 
costs reduced, and efficiency estab- 
lished. 

“3. To co-operate with other  or- 
ganizations working to obtain pas- 
sag. of constitutional amendment lim- 
iting ad valorem taxes and permit- 
ting classification. 

“In subsequent articles, the con- 
stitutional amendment limiting taxes 
will be fully discussed. 

“The first step in improving local 
government is to get every taxpayer 
to register and vote. No taxpayer 
can, with fairness, criticize present 
government unless he is a _ voter. 
Therefore, the first objective: 

“Every taxpayer a voter. 

Simplification Sought. 

“Simplification of government by 
removal of duplication is our second 
objective. In my opinion, there ex- 
ists in local government a_ vast 
amount of duplication and wasteful 
effort. Practically all efforts toward 
co-operative handling of local situa- 
tions have spent themselves upon the 
rocks of jealousy between city and 
county government. The merger com- 
mission now at work in “ulton coun- 
ty seeking facts about local govern- 
ment is faced with either half-hearted 
co-operation or active opposition. Too 
many of our public officeholders, es- 
pecially those determining policies, 
seem to regard their offices as their 
own, instead of belonging to the 
people. 


“The Taxpayers’ League does not 
want less public service, they want 
better service; they want more of the 
tax dollar to go into actual service 
and less into useless administration. 

“For the 


instance, Taxpayers’ 
League does not believe that each unit 
of government in Fulton county needs 
separate tax receivers, assessors and 
collectors. They believe one agency 
for recéiving returns and one agency 
for collecting all taxes would increase 
——— and release to service thou- 
sands of dollars now going into ad- 
inistration. Other progressive com- 
munities have taken such forward 
steps. Why not Fulton county? 


Organization Needed. 


“Handling of public affairs by busi- 
ness standards cannot be accomplished 
without organization of taxpayers. 
The forces dominating local politics 
are well-organized. Those holding pub- 
lic office are no small number. A 
small minority of office-holders, close- 
ly organized, usually control elections. 
The tendency of the consecvative voter 
is to support those in office. Organ- 
ization plus conservatism wins most 
elections in Fulton county. 


“vt I read correctly the public mind 
at this time, the taxpayer has become 
aroused. He realizes that while he 
supports local government, that while 
candidates offering for public office 
seek his favor by campaign promises, 
such candidates quickly forgét his in- 
terests after elections. od 

“The league wants a county-wide 
organization with representatives from 
every ward in the eity and from every 
district in the county. It wants hun- 
dreds of interested taxpayers from the 
entire community active in obtaining 
its objectives. It represents not one 
class of taxpayers but all classes. 

“Remember, you are a taxpayer. 

“(a) If you own real property or 
personal property, 

“(b) If you own an automobile you 
are paying many tax dollars per year, 

“(c) If you are a citizen running 
your own business or working for 
private industries, because taxes are 
hidden in almost every article you 
buy.

“If you believe in the objectives 
of this league make them possible of 
accomplishment by filling out the 
blank below and sending it in to 
league headquarters.

FARM PRICES REPORTED 
AT HIGHEST SINCE ’30 

WASHINGTON. July 29.—(4)— 
The drouth was credited by the De- 
partment of Agriculture today with 
sending its index of farm products 
prices to the highest point this month 
since September, 1930. 

The department's bureau of agri- 
economics said the increase 
during July in the level of prices re- 
ceived by farmers was the sharpest 
rise in any one month since August, 
1934. It reported the gain placed the 


level of agricultural prices 15 per cent | 


above the pre-war average. 


The drouth also caused an increase 
in the cost of some products the farm- 


‘er buys, the bureau said, accounting 
|especially for a 


jump in the feed 


price index from 94 to 114. 

Among the farm products on which 
price gains were reported were grains, 
truck crops, dafry products, cotton 
and cotonseed, chickens and eggs. ‘I'he 
survey said meat animals were the 
only group to decline and better hog 
prices kept this drop from being large. 


MADRID BEING PURGED 


OF REBEL ELEMENTS

Linea and San Roque garrisons, in 
the shadow of Gibraltar on the south.

Other fascist forces marched toward 
the San Sebastian area, where fight- 
ing was reported today, from Pam- 
plona. Northern Commander ‘Gen- 
eral Emilio Mola planned further as- 
saults on the Guadarrama passes. 

Troop trains en route to Madfid, 
with machine guns guarding station 
platforms, were reported at Valla- 
dolid by ‘ . Keen Butcher, of 
Philadelphia, who reached Bordeaux, 
France, today. 

Evacuation of Americans from the 
'eapital progressed slowly. Three left 
|today, but the 140-odd remaining 
awaited trains to be provided by the 
|Spanish government. 

The Madrid embassy advised the 
State Department at Washington that 
new delays had been encountered and 
that the time for departure now was 
set for Friday at the earliest. The 
exodus still depended upon what guar- 
antees of safety could be obtained 
from the government. 

From the U. S. S. Quincy came the 
commanding officer’s report the war- 
ship visited Alicante today but that 
no Americans were there. He went 
ashore, he said, and telephoned Ma- 
drid, Barcelona and Valencia to learn 
‘no dire emergency exists” among 
refugees there. 

Nevertheless, the Quincy was

He estimated the amount of cotton | 
liquidated at 600,000 bales in spots | 
and 1,000,000 bales in ‘futures. The 
cotton, he said, originally had been:

pound and after. figuring in several 
financing measures had been “worked 
out” at around 12 cents. 

Asked how much had been lost on} 
the deal, Wallace countered with a 
smiling reply that the government 
would “come out with no great loss | 
or gain.” ' !

Immigration. 


JERUSALEM—Every time the 
Arabs ran amuck in the last 20 
years, the governments of Britain and 
Palestine assured the world that there 
would be no surrender to violence. 


|And yet, each time the Arabs have 


obtained what they set out to achieve, 
namely, the curtailment of Jewish im- 
migration. 

Hints are appearing again in cer- 
tain London newspapers that Jew- 
ish immigration is excessive and must 
be limited, just as on previous oc- 
casions when the Arabs said _ the 
same thing by means of bomb and 
dagger and firebrand. 

One paper demands outright that 
“severe control” of immigration should 
be “applied unflinchingly and with- 
out delay,” another, declaring that the 
rate of immigration has lately been 
too fast, also implies that it must 
be reduced. It is scarcely conceiv- 
able that such suggestions should rep- 
resent the intentions of the govern- 
ment. If they did, it would mean a 
most _— reversal of Britain's pol- 
icy and an obvious retreat from re- 
cent undertakings. Jewish immigra- 
tion has been regulated according to 
the famous principle of the “economic 
absorptive capacity” of Palestine. 
What does the mandate say? It 
provides that nothing shall be done 
“which might prejudice the civil and 
religious rights of existing non-Jew- 
ish communities in Palestine;” that 
Britain shall place the country “un- 
der such political administration as 
will secure the establishment of the 
Jewish national home;” and_ that 
the administration “while insuring 
that the rights and position of other 
sections of the population are not 
prejudiced, shall facilitate Jewish im- 
migration and shall encourge .. . 
close settlement by Jews on the land, 
including state lands and waste lands 
not required for public pirposes.”

A royal commission is to come out 
to Palestine when order is restored 
ito carry out “a most full and search- 
‘ing investigation into the causes of 
junrest and of any grievances which 
‘might be brought to its notice by 
either Arabs or Jews.” That sounds 
imost fair. But that royal commis- 
‘sion, it has been specifically stated 


‘by the coloniel secretary in the house | 


ofscommons, must not “in any way 
eall in question the mandate.” It 
has nothing to do with the fundamen- 
tal policy of the “absorptive capac- 
ity” and Jewish: immigration. That 
policy is to be changed in an unfa 
vorable sense to the Jews even be- 
fore the commission comes out, but 
may not be discussed or investigated 
by that body. 


Apart from breaking’ Britain's 
pledge to the Jewish people, given 
in an hour when Britain stood des- 
perately in need of it (October, 1917), 
a decision to reverse the promise “to 
facilitate the upbuilding of the Jew- 
ish national home in Palestine” would 
be interpreted as meaning, says the 
Manchester Guardian, that “under 
pressure of Moslem or nationalist 
opinion in India, in Egypt and in 
Syria—where France intends soon to 
abandon her mandate—the government 
is on the run.’ It would mean that 
in Palestine—a country in which the 
Arabs have increased from 500,000 
in 1922 to 850,000 in 1936 and to 
which, so desirable in their eyes has 
it been made by the Jewish influx, 
they now migrate from neighboring 
Arab regions—we had determined, de- 
spite the mandate, to keep the Jews 
down to certain fixed proportions. It 
would mean, if not in our own eyes, 
in those of the Arabs and of the 
wider world, that Palestine, instead 
of receiving as many Jews as the 
undeveloped and partly developed na- 
tional home could reasonably absorb, 
would receive only the minimum which 
would be tolerated by the triumphant 
Arabs. It would mean that the gov- 
ernment was prejudicing the work 
and the conclusions of the proposed 
commission.”” And yet such a scheme 
is afoot.

SARDINE EASTPORT, Maine, July 29.—Bowed under the burden 
CANNERY of a big trash can, a man in ragged overalls picked his 


way over the rotten planks of the dock jutting out from one of the 
abandoned sardine canneries. Selecting a hole where the flooring had 
given away to weather and neglect, he dumped the load into the dirty 
tide. Huge fish heads were washing to and fro in the shallow water as 
the sea ebbed out. Filth covered the narrow beach where a half-wild 
dog with yellow eyes foraged in competition with the scavenger gulls. 
Tin cans, a discarded crankshaft, old shoes, old tires and dirt. 

On the next dock, three laborers, with peaveys, were loading great 
wooden beams onto a barge. In the warehouse of the United States 
army corps of engineers, clerks were checking out the remaining marine 
supplies of the abandoned Passamaquoddy dam job. So many coils of 
rope, sO many marker buoys, so many anchors and lanterns and so many 
feet of cable and chain. A sea-going tug was expected in to pick up 
two barges used on the job and tow them down to Boston. 

Along the dirty main street men with nothing to do occupied them- 
selves doing nothing. This was the principal Occupation of a large pro- 
portion of Eastport’s man power for a long time before the Quoddy job 
began. It is likely to be their principal occupation for a long time to

N, Juls 29.—As English- 
men see it, the rumblings of an ap- 
proaching war haunt 26 European na- 
tions today. They believe that at- 
tempts to reorganize the world on a 
basis of collective security have failed 
dismally since Japan, Germany #nd 
Italy successfully defied the League 
of Nations and inaugurated an era of 
rearmament as great, if not greater, 
than that which preceded the World 
War. ‘They believe that Europe is 
rapidly dividing itself into two hostile 
groups, with France, Russia, Czecho- 
slovakia, Turkey and Lithuania in one 
and Germany, Austria, Hungary, Po- 
land, Bulgaria, Finland and perhaps 
Italy in the other 


The other powers are more uncer- 
tain. Jugoslavia is dependent on Ger- 
many for her foreign trade, yet she 
is bound to Francee by a military alli- 
ance. This alliance, however, is waver- 
ing. Rumania ie seeking security in 
the Franco-Soviet fold, but fascist and 
pro-German influences are growing 
daily. 


View With Alarm. 
Englishmen view the partitioning of 
Europe into armed rivalries with 
alarm but they remain indecisive. Al- 
though familiar with the theory that 
a British guarantee to protect Bel- 


_gium in 1914 might have prevented the 


World War, they steadfastly refuse 
to take sides in advance of the “in- 
evitable” future conflict. 

The British people themselves are 
widely divided in their sympathies and 
their conceptions of British interests 
in choosing between the two conti- 
nental alignments. 

The rift runs through all social 
classes. The ruling British conserva- 
tives are torn between fear of com- 
munist Russia’s influence on the far- 
flung British empire. and the threat 
of Japanese, German and Italian ex-

38 men in four whaleboats, he crossed 
Narragansett bay, slipping past three 
British warships, to land near New- 
port. He surprised the guards on 
duty in the sleeping camp, used a 
negro’s head as a battering ram to 
break down the general's door, and 
carried him. undressed, to the Ameri-

Perhaps an even more powerful de- 
terrent to British entanglement in 
Europe is the decided reluctance of 
the dominions to be pulled into a 
European war at the United King- 
dom’s heels. 

A majority of the British cabinet 
undoubtedly share War Minister Duff- 
Cooper's opinion that the Rhineland, 
which Hitler has rearmed, is a com- 
mon Franco-British frontier and that 
Germany is a potential aggressor. 

One of the major questions facing 
Britain today is whether she should 
enter a silent understanding with 
Germany to allow Hitler to prepare 
for expansion at the expense of Rus- 
sia or Czechoslovakia in return for 
assurances that Germany wij! not 
drive towards the west, respecting the 
territorial status quo of that region. 


Big Building Program. 

But Britain probably will avoid 
allegiance to either group at least 
until her rearmament program is com- 
pleted at the end of 1938. -This year 
Britain is spending $1,000,000,000 on 
war preparedness. At the same time, 
it is estimated that Germany 18 
spending four and a half times that 
much in the same period. By the end 
of next year, the British air force, 
including reserve -planes, will total 
about 8,000 fighting machines, Her 
army is being mechanized and ex- 
panded and she is rushing prepara- 
tions for construction of the world’s 
greatest fleet, | 

It is an open question whether Ger- 
many can realize a large part of her 
program without war. Many _ex- 
perienced British observers ‘believe 
Hitler can fulfill the Bismarckian 
dream of a German-controlled Europe 
from the Baltic to the Black sea with- 
out armed conflict. 

However, once German influence is 
planted on the Soviet frontier, the 
danger of war will be great. With- 
out hindrance Hitler has torn the Ver- 
sailles treaty to shreds, defied the 
League, installed troops and guns in 
the Rhineland and drawn Austria 
closer to the reich. But a German 
attempt to smash Czechoslovakia 
might start French and Russian air- 
craft and armies moving. 


Britain Must Stop Duce. - 


Britain is certain of her policy in 
only one section of Europe—and that 
is the Mediterranean. She must stop 
Premier Benito Mussolini there. She 
must restore serene confidence in her 
strength which formerly was taken 
for granted and therefore did not need 
backing until Il Duce shattered it 
last fall. 

The acute Anglo-Italian tension has 
passed, but the British are now me- 
thodically preparing extensive defense 

ses. They are determined to be 
ready if and when another similar 
crisis arises. 

The Mediterranean situation has 
been ‘soft-pedaled in recent months, 
while European probleme, including 
the Rhineland crisis and sanctions, 
occupied the stage, but it bobbed up 
immediately after the Dardanelles 
conference when Britain was forced 
to make concessions to Russia in the 
Black sea and the Straits. However, 
it took Hitler's Austrian approach- 
ent to force these concessions. 

Although Mussolini was steadfastly 
indifferent to the Montreux confer- 
ence, at which Turkey was granted 
the right to fortify the Dardanelles, 
he lost little time in stating to the 
press that lifting sanctions had not 
settled Mediterranean questions. He 
referred to Great Britain's mutual 
assistance pacts with Jugoslavia, 
Greece, Turkey and France. 

France declared her end of the 
agreement dead coincident with aboli- 
tion of the anti-Italian economic and 
financial penalties in an effort to 
regain Italian favor. 


Remains Question. 


Great Britain, convinced that Mus- 
solini would stick by his guns, fol- 
lowed suit on Monday whén ¥Yoreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden announced tn 
the house of commons that there was 
no longer any need of the Mediter- 
ranean pacts inasmuch as Italy had 
assured Jugoslavia, Greece and Tur- 
key that she has no aggressive inten- 
tions against them. This concession 
paved the way for Italy's return io 
the council tables of Europe. Whether 
Il Duce will act accordingly remains 
a tera 

Simultaneously Eden made a 
friendly gesture towards Germany 
when he said Britain is prepared to 
discuss redistribution of colonial raw 
materials. However, he intimated 
that his majesty’s government would 
not entertain any proposals for re- 
turn of mandated territories to Ger- 
many. 

These moves laid the foundation 
for a five-power Locarno conference 
among Britain, France, Italy and Bel- 
gium fto settle western European 
problems.

er who is at first incapable of nurs- 
ing may regain full capacity and dis- 
card the bottle altogether. 

While nursing, mother must not 
rock, jiggle or move the baby about. 
How would you like to be so handled 
while taking your dinner? She should 
either hold the baby in her arms as 
she sits in a comfortable chair, or lie 
down beside the baby. She may croon 
a soft lullaby as the baby drops off 
asleep, but it is bad policy to insist on 
special silence or other special provi- 
sions to favor sleeping. The baby 
must be trained to sleep regardless of 
the ordinary sounds of life about him. 
Only gnusual or extraordinary noises 
and excitefhent should be avoided. 


If the baby does not readily begin 
to suckle, a few drops of milk ex- 
pressed into his mouth will start him. 
Normally the baby nurses in little runs 
of brisk suckling with short intervals 
of rest. The nursing may take from 
10 to 15 minutes. If the baby stops 
and does not resume, it may be be- 
canse he has had enough. Again it 
may be because he has swallowed 
some air. If your accurate baby scale 
shows he has received the number of 
ounces he should receive, gently put 
him in his erib to sleep. If he has 
swallowed air, he ought to “burp” a 
bit; mother should hold him nearly 
upright over her shoulder and gently 
pat him on the back till the bubble 
of air escapes from his mouth. ‘Then 
if he seems hungry let him finish 
nursing. 

Young infants have a way of telling 
you when they are overfed. They 
regurgitate or vomit the excess almost 
between gurgles or yowls. If, with 
such regurgitation of superfluous food, 
the baby draws up his legs, gets red 
in the face and cries like anything— 
please remember, it is not “colic” nor 
“indigestion.” but simply the baby’s 
way of telling you he wishes you 
would have more sense.

A FAVORED SECTION, 


It is not easy for us to realize it, 
but as a matter of fact this section 
of the nation is a highly favored sec- 
tion in reference to the unprecedented 
drouth conditions which have pre- 
vailed throughout the nation since 
April 9. Although we are now 2.60 
inches deficient in rainfall for July, 
with a deficiency of 1.57 for June 
and 3.47 for May and no rain in 
April after the first week of the 
month—although this staggering de- 
ficiency has heen our lot-—we may 
with great thanksgiving remember 
that our section has been greatly 
favored as compared with other sec- 
tions of the country. 

Both in rainfall and in temperature, 
we have fared much better than our 
neighbors. It has been cooler in the 
south this summer than any other 
section of the country, except the 
extreme mountain areas and certain 
small areas along the seacoast. When 
other sections have suffered blister- 
ing heat waves that swept the pre- 
vious high records away, we were sel- 
dom in the nineties in this section of 
the south. And although our crops 
have been greatly damaged by the 
drouth, we have not. witnessed any 
such desolation as has befallen other 
sections. 

Why we should have been thus fa- 
vored, none of us ean ow. er- 
tainly none of us would be foolish 
enough to say that we deserved such 
favor: but I hope it is not amiss for 
us to take note of such blessing and 
to humbly acknowledge it unto our 
heavenly Father. Very few instances

The holdup and robbery by Mexican 
bandits of seven carloads of United 
States tourists, among them Senator 
Robert Reynolds, of North Carolina, 
was described today -by Campbell 
Jones, of Abilene, Texas. 

The polite holdup men took money, 
watches and jewelry from the Ameri- 
cans near Taxco, Guerrero, last night, 
Jones said when he came here. 

He said he knew one of the victims 
was Reynolds because, “when some- 
one, noticing the Texas centennial 
aticker on his automobile, said ‘Hello, 
Texas’, he leaned out of his car and 
replied: ‘I am Senator Reynolds, of 
North Carolina’.”’ 

Jones, with his wife and daughter, 
Geraldine, and Miss Catherine Col- 
lier, of Ardmore, Okla., was travel- 
ing north toward Mexico City. The 
others, including Senator Reynolds, 
were going south. 

“We came around a curve,” Jones 
eaid, ‘to find three men aiming rifles 
directiy at us. A little farther on 
was a pile of rock blocking the way. 

“The bandits were not abusive, only 
businesslike. They took 80 pesous 
(about $30) from me, 15 from my 
daughter, my watch which my em- 
ployes presented to me, and Mies Col- 
lier's wrist watch.
